ds Mr. McNaughton occupied the chair. He announced to the meeting that Mr. Earle 
McLaughlin, Chancellor of the University, has decided to retire from office at the end of 
his current term, December 31, 1986. Mr. McNaughton praised the work the Chancellor 
has done during his five years in office. The Board has benefited from his guidance, his 
good humour, his excellent advice. The Chairman expressed his regret that Mr. 
McLaughlin felt obliged to tender his resignation at this time but assured him that his 
reasons were understood and appreciated. 


2.1 The proposed Agenda was accepted after modification by the addition of item 4.1 "the 
establishment of a Committee to search for a new Chancellor". 


2. It was moved and seconded (Habib, Bourgault) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


R86-164 THAT the minutes of the Open Session of the Board of Governors of October 
16, 1986, be approved. 


3. Appointment of Vice-Rector, Institutional Relations & Finance 


Dr. Kenniff, Chairman of the Advisory Search Committee for the position of Vice-Rector, 
Institutional Relations & Finance, distributed BG-86-9-D50 and a few minutes were 


devoted to private reading of the report to the Board from the Advisory Search 
Committee. The report is attached to these minutes. 


Mr. Smith asked if the Committee was satisfied that they had had a sufficiently large 
group of good candidates from which to choose. The Rector assured the meeting that the 
candidates were a representative and attractive group. 


Dr. Proppe, noting that Dr. Cohen is a member of his Department (Mathematics) heartily 
agreed that the choice proposed by the Search Committee will give us a self-reliant, 
forward-looking, experienced Vice-Rector. 


The Rector explained that no C.V. for Dr. Cohen accompanied the report because it was 
felt that the report itself sufficiently stated Dr. Cohen's accomplishments. It was moved 
and seconded (Kenniff, Gervais) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


R86-165 THAT Dr. Maurice Cohen be appointed Vice-Rector, Institutional Relations & 
Finance, effective 10 November 1986 and terminating 31 May 1991. 


RESOLUTION: It was agreed by common consent that the appointment of Dr. Cohen 
would be made public as of the date of this meeting. 


4.1 Establishment of an Advisory Search Committee 


The Chairman asked Me A. Gervais to speak to the establishment of a Committee to 
search for a new Chancellor of the University. 


Me Gervais began by moving a vote of thanks to the incumbent Chancellor. 
It was moved and seconded (Gervais, Kenniff) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


R86-166 TO publicly thank Mr. Earle McLaughlin, Chancellor of the University for 
his dedication, wise counsel and continued efforts to further the interests 
of Concordia University during his five years in office. 


It was moved and seconded (Gervais, Groome) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


R86-167 THAT a Committee composed of the Chancellor, the Chairman of the Board of 
Governors and the Rector, and having power to add other members to 
the Committee, be established for the purpose of searching for and 
recommending a new Chancellor of the University to the Board of 
Governors. 


Mr. McLaughlin addressed the meeting briefly, thanked the members for their expression 
of appreciation and stated that he was not seeking another term in office because, 
although his health has improved, he is not certain that it would permit him to fulfil the 
duties of Chancellor, particularly with those connected with Convocation. 


4.2 Other Business 


Mr. Scott White, Co-President of CUSA, informed the meeting that the students are to 
have a special day of activities on Tuesday, November 4, 1986. This will involve a panel 
discussion at 8:00 p.m. on the mezzanine floor of the Hall Building. Joan Dougherty, Jim 
Stewart and Dr. M. Cohen will be among those taking part. The meeting will treat the 
future of Quebec universities with particular emphasis on the financial situation of the 
universities. In answer to a question, Mr. White stated that the question of student fees 
would almost certainly be introduced but that this question was not the focal point of the 
discussion. Mr. White invited the Board members to attend. The Rector endorsed this 
effort of the students saying that it is well organized and a responsible way of responding 
to present government policies. The meeting terminated at 8:35 a.m.
